Text: Isaith 40:1-11 


It is the widely-held view of 
Biblical scholars that Chapters 40 
to 66 of the Book of Isaiah were 
not written by Isalah but are 
from a prophet, or prophets, who 
lived toward the close of the Ba- 
bylonian Exile, and shared the 
affliction of his people. 

We are not concerned here with 

the question of authorship, The 
one thing that is clear is that who- 
jever wrote, or spoke, the words 
of this chapter was speaking to a 
suffering “and troubled people, 
ministering to them in words of 
|}comfort and hope. 
+ Let us look back a moment on 
| the political history of the Jewish 
people up to this time. The king 
dom of an undivided Israel, as 
we might think of it as existing 
lunder David and Solomon, was 
| broken up after Solorion’s death 
by revolt of Jeroboam, whom 10 
tribes followed to establish the 
Northern Kingdom, or the King 
dom of Israel.

What the Jews in Babylon sutf- 
fered during the 50 years of their 
exile is vividly portrayed to us 
in the 137th Psalm, beginning, 
“By the rivers of Babylon, there 
we sat down, yea, we wept, when 
we remembered Zion.” There they 
discovered what they had lost in 
spurning divine counsels and in 
turning from the ways of God. 
The songs of Zion had a new 
meaning for them when they 
could no longer sing them either 
in their homeland or in a strange 
Jand.

War, Winston S. Churchill, British 

Prime Minister, was taken prisoner and 

escaped. Three years later, when the Boer 

generals visited London, Mr. Churchill met 
their leader, General Botha, at @ private 
juncheon. They talked of the war and the 
young correspondent told the story of his 
capture, 

Botha listened In silence; then he said: 

“Don't you recognize me? It was I who 
took you prisoner. I, myself,” and his 
bright eyes twinkled with pleasure. 


ANOTHER STORY'I like also harks back 
to the Boer War, and is told by Mr. Churehill 
himself (in “A Roving Commission: My 
Early Life").

XTREMELY TIMELY is “The Revolu- 
tion of, Nihilism,” by Hermann Rausch- 
ning (Alliance).’ It is the inside story of the 
Nazi movement by a former teader of the 
National Socialist Party.
